With this issue we salute our numerous readers 
one and all with a hearty hand-shaking, ritxl 
wish them the customary compliments of the 
season — “A Merry Christmas.” The first 
Christmas was a joyous one. Angels set the 
example of Joy when they gladsomely brought 
the “ glad tidings,” and procl.aimed glorv to 
God in the highest, and “ peace and goodwill to 
man,” the earth over. Sad indeed must be the 
heart that cannot h.ril the coming anniversary 
with the smile of honest recognition—that can- 
not give an old visitor a deep-hearted ami homely 
welcome. Eighteen hundred and seventy-nine 
years ago our c,arth had the honor of a visit 
from the "Word made flesh,” His reception 
was a rough one. With tl)e ample hospitalities 
of a whole city within reach, all that was left to 
Him was the accommodation of an outcast, and 
His fare was of the poorest. And yet here was 
one the date of whose advent changed the 
world’s chronology, gave a new starting-point to 
our time-table, put men into nearer kinship with 
the everlasting Greatness that is above them, 
and brought the earth and all humanity under 
a government that has for ever m,adc it a most 
solemn and sublime thing to be a man. His 
royal birthday present was at first foil of uni- 
versal meaning — the “ peace and goodwill " that 
marked its besfcowment at the beginning au? 
still working out their results, uuexhausted and 
inexhaustible. We do well then to bo merry 
and ^lad. All alike arc heirs to a common 
inheritance of benefits and blessings, and all 
are due a debt of gratitude which is best paid 



by a joyful welcome of the day,' and of Him 
whose advent it is intended to commemorate. 

The festive season upon which we are enter: 
ing is one which in all past time has been re- 
garded aa a fitting occasion for rubbing of old 
scores, renewing decayed fiiendahips, and for- 
giving wrongs inflicted ■; of gathering scattered 
households, of heeding the , voice of hunger, 
homelessness and sorrow, and of softening the 
heart in sympathy with the victims of. mis- 
fortune, and, generally, in giving a wider scope 
to the generous instincts of our common man- 
hood. To go through, the , Ghristmae holidays ; 
with meanheartedness would be to mock our 
Maker’s benevolence, who gave His all at once, 
and left us to show our gratitude to Him by a 
feeling of kindness and kindredehip with all the 
need that meets our notice, from causes whatso- 
ever. 

Happily in many resnects residents have a 
pleasanter outlook this Christmas than was that 
Of 1873. Although to moat of us the closing 
year has not, on the whole, been a prosperous 
one, yet in many senses there is great reason to 
be thankful. This time last year we were faced 
by the visible reminiscences of a terrible flood, 
the headlong currents having carried away large 
quantities of valuable property, and left many 
families homeless and penniless. This year we 
have, been spared such a, pitiful and disastrous 
calamity, and it may be hoped we shall go into 
the festivities of tho season with more spirit and 
enjoyment than fell to onr lot a year ago.

An announcement from Wellington appeared in 
a recent Dunstan Times to the effect that, in 
reply to a question, the Government has stated 
" they would not issue Crown Grants in a 
straight (? street) line in Cromwell proposed to 
be sold by the Corporation.” Presumably this 
refers to the proposed sale of land in Melmore 
Terrace, recently surveyed by order of Council. 
While we have no reason to doubt the truth of 
this information (which wo have not seen re- 
corded elsewhere) yet wo confess that, taken in 
connection with the Municipal Act of 1876, the 
intention of the Government is but vaguely 
expressed and may mean nothing, although it 
seems to imply that a purchaser would not 
receive a title to the land. Section 187 of the 
Act above quoted bears directly bn the question 
of title, and appears on the face of it to place 
the title beyond the interference of Government. 
It reads : 

“ Where in altering or diminishing the width of 
any street any part thereof is no longer required 
for public use, the Council may sell such part to 
the,owner of any adjoining land for a price to be 
fixed by a competent valuer appointed by the 
Council to value the same j and if no such 
owner, or more than one such owner, is willing to 
purchase the land at the price fixed, the Council 
may sell the same by public auction ; and a 
conveyance under the seal of the Corporation shall 
constitute a good and valid title to such land.” 

It is therefore evident, to our thinking, that 
something more than a refusal to issue Crown 
Grants is necessary to debar the local authori- 
ties from proceeding with the sale, seeing that 
by statute they are in a position to give an 
indefeasible title. It is unnecessary here to 
enter into the question whether it is wise to sell 
the property and thereby permanently fix the 
street line — the Council, as representing the 
ratepayers, has by a majority affirmed the 
wisdom of such a course, and in accordance 
therewith a point has been reached which must 
within a few weeks settle the question definitely 
one way or other — and the sooner the better. 

Of sports and amusements of various kinds 
there is no lack for the holiday season. Taking 
first rank, comes the Annual Races on Friday 
and Saturday, which are sure to attract the 
great bulk of residents. Should the clerk of the 
weather regulate his department properly, the 
meeting in other respects promises to be very 
successful. During the Race nights the Bazaar 
in aid of the Catholic Church funds will be in 
full swing at the Athenreum Hall, where fair 
faces and eloquent pleading will test to the full 
the generosity of visitors and the length of their 
purses. The Baz.aar is sure to be a strong aonroe 
of attraction, and we hope to chronicle sub- 
stantial results. The Bendigonians devote 
Christmas D.ay to local races and sports in 
variety, the programme issued being a heavy 
one, with liberal prizes. The gatheiing will be 
a large one, the locality being central for the 
considerable population throughout the Cliitha 
Valley. New Year has been fixed upon as the 
season for the annual sports at Lowburn and 
Quartzville, for particulars of which those in- 
terested must consult our advertising columns. 
The Volunteers also have decided on having a 
review and prize-firing on the opening day of 
1880. So that altogether there is no want of 
means for enjoyment to suit every taste during 
the festive season ; and it is our earnest hope 
that all may p,articipate in a very Merry Chriet- 
mae.

Some tnoDtha have now passed since “jour 
'Own ” has favored us with his usual letter of 
correspondence, in which our wants as well as 
the mineral wealth of the place were generally 
very plainly represented. If your correspon- 
dent has got weary in well-doing, or (as is 
generally lupposed) has left this place, let 
me point out the necessity that exists for 
having our wants made known through the 
columns of your impartial newspaper, which 
here has a verylargecirculation and commands 
the respect to which it is justly entitled. 
Through the Rocky Point ferry being closed 
great inconvenience is entailed on this place, 
and this is likely to continue for an indefinite 
period. Had the men whose duty it is to 
look after such matters taken the precaution 
to provide against a little rise in the river 
when the approaches to the punt were high 
and dry, all the inconvenience of which 
people most justly complain would have been 
obviated. This isolated condition in which 
we are placed is very unpleasant at any time, 
but doubly so at present when many will be 
deprived the privilege of attending races, 
bazaar, auction sales, and such like ; so 
doubtless more places than Bendigo will be 
affected through the stoppage of direct com- 
munication. 

The Cromwell Go. are washing up their 
monthly crushing, the result of which will 
probably be similar to former crushings. 
New additions have been made lately to the 
already effective machinery. Tlie pumping 
machinery recently erected is working satis- 
factorily, and is certainly a great improve- 
ment on the horse-flesh, and will also prove 
a great saving to the company. In a short 
space of time all the quartz hauling will be 
done by machinery also ; this will be 
necessary to keep 20 head of stampers con- 
stantly at work, as five more head are about 
being put up.

The near approach of the festive season 
appears to infuse ideas of cheerfulness and 
hope into the minds of all, and even 
now I can revel in anticipated enjoyment at 
the pic-nic, strolling lea.snrely along the bank 
of the Lindis, or joining in the pleasurable 
“ kias-in-the-ring,” which to me forms a very 
great attraction. The pic-nic offers a very 
formidable counter-attraction to the sports, 
which will be held on the same.day, and is 
provided for those who prefer amusement in 
a milder form. Shepherd’s Creek, a few 
miles from Ardgour homestead, is the spot 
selected for this local gathering ; it is very 
eligible, and for rural beauty it cannot be 
equalled in the district. The promoters of 
this gathering have made provision for a 
host of visitors, and will make all feel them- 
selves at home for that day. 

The sports to be held at Wakefield town- 
ship are sure to be largely attended if the 
weather is favorable, and an enjoyable day 
may be fairly expected from the miscel- 
laneous nature of the programme. The 
names of gentlemen on the committee afford 
reason to conclude that everything will he 
fair and square, and good order prevail 
throughout.

Southland for the last few months has 
been anything but brisk. Trade and trades- 
people seem to be overdone altogether. The 
great influx of people from up-country towns 
which took place some time ago has quieted 
down, and many, to their sorrow, have dis- 
covered ere this “all is not gold that glitters” 
— that Invercargill is not what many at a dis- 
tance imagine. Work is scarce, and what 
little there is to be done plenty are glad to 
do at very low rates. Some think the five- 
million loan will relieve the depression. I 
hope so, but am afraid Invercargill will not 
absorb much of it. 

At present we are quite overrun with 
theatricals and amusements of one kind and 
another. First, we have the Grand Star 
Challenge Company, performing at the 
Theatre Royal, which includes in its roll 
Mrs Walter Hill and Mr Charles Burford — 
two really good artistes. Then again, atSloan’s 
pretty Tlieatre, we ha ve the Stray Leaves Com- 
bination Company ; at the drill shed, Hydes 
and W ilkinson’s Gem Burlesque Company ; 
and at the end of the week is to open a 
veritable show, with a real talking head— 
what would a show be without a “ talking 
head t ” There is therefore no lack of amuse- 
ment. Whether they can all play success- 
fully is another question. 

A movement is on foot to permanently 
establish a jockey club in Invercargill. I 
do not see anything against such a project. 
Invercargill and its surroundings ought to be 
able to command the necessary amount of 
subscriptions for the support of the object. 
No doubt, after the club is properly organised 
it will see its way clear to offer good prizes 
for competition. 

Whether it be through the tightness of 
the money maikei that people lack the 
desire for amusement I know not, but the 
usual sports for Christmas season are not 
likely to come off. The only things of the 
kind of which I hear anything are a picnic 
by the Good Templars on Boxing Day and 
the orthodox Caledonian games at New Year 
time. 

The Volunteer companies are getting along 
swimmingly at present. Some little time 
back, however, the officers and men of the 
G Battery of Artillery did not pull well 
together, and no course was open for the 
officers but to resign.

To the Editor of The' Cromwell Akous. 

so good as to allow me a smaU space 
in your paper, to make some remarks or. the 
charges some of my colleagues have thought fit to 
bring against me for reporting Mr 3. A. Potter, 
teacher Neris school, to the Education Board for 
druDkennees, immodest conduct, &c., without 
their consent or approbation, 
lu my aheence a special meeting was convened 
by J. 8now and S. Clerk to be held on December 
1st, when the following members attended J, 
Snow, S. Clerk, A. Williamson, and C. Korll, 
the resolutions they passed you hare in your 
possession. T did not receive notice of them 
until tO'day ; they were dated December 8th, a 
week after their meeting. So I had not an 
opportuTiity of replying sooner. 

When Mr Petrie was here last year inspecting 
the school, he instructed Mr James Crombie to 
look after him (S. A. Potter) as they had heard 
so many outside reports about him. Mr 
James Cromhia spoke to him time after time 
without doing any good. Since Mr J, Crombie 
resigned I spoke to him before the Committee 
one night, with no better result. At the same 
meeting Mr T. Graham brought charges against 
him for allowing the big boys to use disgusting 
and obscene language to his girls, after coming 
out of school. S. Clerk said had f not spoke to 
him he was going to do so himself. Now as Mr 
J. Crombie has left I considered it my duty to 
report him to the Education Board for his con* 
duct, At the end of the meeting held on 
December 1st they passed bills amounting to 
£4 2s for payment to Mr S. Potter ; what the 
biUsduetohim forthat amount are. Ido not know. 
Mr J. Snow wrote out a cheque for the amount, 
and Mr A. Williamson signed it, when neither 
of them had any legal authonty in my absence 
for doing so. On Thursday, December 4th, 
1 had occasion to go to the township, when 
passing the school at midday the children, 23 in 
number, were all romping in and out at the 
windows, the door being locked. T a^ked where 
the teacher was. Mr A. Williamson's children 
told me he was at their house on Wednesday 
night, but that they saw nothing of him on the 
morning of Thursday. 1 then made them put 
up the windows and go home. When I arrived 
in the township, I found him in Mr Thompson’s 
in bed, between one and two p m. When leaving, 
Mr Thompson presented the cheque to me for 
signature, which I refused to do, not knowing 
what it was for. After fimling the teacher and in 
that state so soon after the meeting, I will leave 
it to the Education Board and the public to judge 
for themselves whefchermy report was disgusting, 
untruthful, or defamatory ; as I will neither 
withdraw my letter from the Education Board 
nor resign my office as chairman of committee 
until the matter is cleared up. I have written 
to the Education Board to have .an inquiry mado 
to sec who is right and who is wrong, until then 
I will take no further notice of the case.

BRITISH AND FOREIGN NEWS- 

[By Cables,] 

(fBOU DURBDiN DAILIB8.) 

Calcutta, December 15. 
Fighting still continued around Cabul on the 
14th. 

The Afghans, who were numerically superior 
to the British, made a desperate attack on the 
heights south of the city, occupied by British 
troops, on the 13th. General Roberts con* 
sequently decided to abandon the heights, con- 
centrating on the cantonmeuts of Sharpao, north 
of Cabul . 

Orders have been given to Generals Oough 
and Arbuihnot to bring up remforcements from 
Gundamak and Jellal&bad. 

December 16. 

Further details of the fighting on the 14th are 
to hand. The Afghans, to the number of 

30.000, made several desperate attacks on 
General Foberts, who lost one gun. He tele- 
graphed to the Viceroy that help was urgently 
necessary. 

The Viceroy is preparing the M^raa army for 
active service, in the event of Lord Beaconsfield 
directing the invasion of Furmabi 

King Tbeehau has declined to guarantee more 
courteous treatment of residents. 

The rebellion in Afghanistan is spreading 
among the friendly tribes. 

St. Petkrsbdro, December 16. 
Reports are generally current of a quarrel 
between the Czar and Czarewltch. The latter 
demands a constitutional Government for the 
Empire, which the former refuses to accede to. 

' London, December 16. 

Parliament is snmmoned to meet for despatch 
of business on February 15th. 

The Court has granted a writ of error in 
Arthur Oiton’s case upon doubts whether the 
Court was empowered to pass two sentences for 
the same offences, 

Calcutta, December 17- 
Telegraphic cornmnniention with cable is inter- 
rupted near Jagadabak Pass. 

General Gough reports that the tribes beyond 
Gundamak are obstructing the British advance. 

It is believed that the British are in position 
at Sharpftu in strong cantonments, with strong 
fortifications, outside Cabul. The hills in the 
rear are in possession of the British troops. 
The British entrenchments have been improved. 
The force is with ample sapplics of material, 
and there is reason to believe that the position 
is tenable, pending the arrival of reinforce- 
ments. 

London, December 18, 

The New Zealand loan is quoted at 99, 

The report of the liquidators of the Glasgow 
Bank states that the final payment will be 
speedily made. A further dividend is announced, 
making 15s in all. 

The Lord-Lieutenant has applied for suhscrip- 
tions to relieve the distress existing in Ireland. 

St. Petersburg, December 18. 

The Empress is ill with a severe attack of 
pleurisy. 

Calcutta, December 18. 
Sirdar A dbullns Rhan has seized the city of 
Herat and proclaimed himself Governor of the 
citadel. 

Ayoub Khan, his brother, has been seized and 
imprisoned. 

In addition to the troops with Baker and 
McPherson, General Roberts* force numbers 

5.000, with 20 guns. 

December 19. 

Notwithstanding the open hoi^tiUty of the 
tribes preventing the marching of troops pre- 
viouslv, General (»ough, started from Gandaimik 
for Cabul on the 17th. Ho enconutered no 
opposition, and marched all day. He telegraphed 
on the 18th that he hod met with no serious 
opposition. Norman, with a strong force, is co- 
operating with General Gough ia maintaining 
communication. 

London% December 19. 
General Gough marched on Gundamak, at- 
tempting to occupy .lagdalak Pass, when the 
hostile tribes in overwhelming strength checked 
Ilia advance, and seriously imperilled the force 
of General Nugent. A strong detachment is 
advancing in forced marches to his relief. 

hi response to the appeal of the Viceroy, Lord 
Napier of MagJala will be siinirauneil from 
London, probably to conduct the Afghan War. 

Nihilists attempted to assnssinate the Go- 
vernor of Moscow, The Governor is uo- 
injured. 

The progi'ainme is published of tho 
Arrow District Races to tike place on the 26th 
and 27th instant. The advertised amount to be 
run for is LIOO. With exception of two events 
of 15 sova. eich, the races are confined to Lake 
County horses. 

Private contractors complain that men 
are unwilling to accept employiuenb at 7s a day 
because thev can go on the Governmenb railway 
works at Mullocky Gully and earn as much as 
lls a day nt piecework. We (Daily Thnes) do 
not think the scale of Government remuneration 
, should be fixed so high as to interfere with 
private enterpriao. We believe between 5,000 
and 6,000 men are now employed by the Go- 
vernment on various railway works throughout 
the colony, and practically the Government baa 
thus acquired the control of the labor market. 

We have received tho “ New Zealand 
Volunteer f^ervice Gazette** for the current 
month It is fully up to the usual high standard. 
Among other interesting reading we find the 
following letter from “ Big Gun,** on a matter 
that has created some comment among Volun- 
teers outside the Queonsti'wn corps r — “I observe 
that the Queenstown Rifles- a corps existing 
principally on paper in a country district in the 
iicart of Otago— h.os been changed into an 
Artillery Battery. The rc<ason of tiiis is exreed- 
Tiigly dinieult to discover, but the absurdity 
is apparent. T suppose the Government will 
now mount the new 7*ton guns on the highest 
peak (jf the monntauia, with which the diatricb 
is plentifully blessed. The next tiling to do 
would be to tu^n the Cmraw'dl into 

Naval Brigaiie and the Arrow Rifles into a 
Torpedo Corps ; and then all the nations on th - 
face of the earth uiay be defied with impunity.*'

, In the Fencing Bill lately introduced in 
the Legislative Council by Mr Waterhouse, 
and now approved by Parliament, there are 
no less than 18 different kinds of “ sufficient 
fences " described. 

A deputation on behalf of a large nnmber 
of substantial Lincolnshire farmers, who de- 
sire a trustworthy report on New Zealand as 
a field for emigration, has arrived by the 
Bingarooraa from Melbourne. 

Mr France, one of the beat rifle shots in 
England, has arrived in Wellington from 
Home by the Arethusa. He has with him 
an iron safe about 2ft 6in high, full of cups 
and trophies won by that gentleman in 
various contests in the old country. 

' A Justice of the Peace in Dunedin a few 
days ago, observing two men thrashing a dog, 
told them to desist, and, in reply, was re- 
commended to mind his own business. In 
the Police Court subsequently they were in- 
formed that a Justice of the Peace had all 
the powers of a constable, and that this par- 
ticular one was minding his own business on 
the occasion in question, 

An extraordinary cricket match took place 
between the Tasmanian and East Melbourne 
elevens on the ground of the latter, on 10th 
inst. The East Melbourne men, remaining 
at the wickets two days, scored 742, which 
was only once exceeded in England. Horan 
scored 250, not out,, after seven hours at the 
wickets. The game was drawn. 

Speaking of the results of the present high 
tariff, the Dunedin Evening Star says : — 
“ Prices have been advanced by the retail 
traders in most outrageous disproportion to 
the increase of duty. For every shilling 
which goes to the State we believe we are 
within the mark in stating the consumer will 
be mulcted in three, two-thirds of which go 
to swell the already sufficiently large profits 
of the retailer." 

A Parliamentary return just to hand gives 
the cost in detail of the last session of Par- 
liament, which lasted somewhere about a 
month. The “ demned total," as Mr Manta- 
lini would have said, amounts to L29,955 
9s lOd. The representatives of the people 
and the wealthy nominees of the Council 
between them sacked out of the pockets of 
the “ down-trodden serfs ” L22,73U 17s fid. 
Not a bad haul for less than a month’s work. 
Many of the members of the House pocketed 
certainly their last public money, whilst 
those who were re-elected possibly spent the 
lot in the fight for their seats. It is, how- 
ever, utterly preposterous that the Legislative 
Councillora should have received L400 each 
this year. 

Under certain circumstances of what 'may 
be considered personal organisation it is a 
good thing — a remarkably good thing — to be 
a Minister of the Crown in New Zealand. 
A return has lately been laid on the table of 
the House of all sums paid to Ministers for 
house allowance, travelling expenses, or any 
other allowance in excess of salary from July 
1st, 1878, to October 31st, 1879, Mr Sheehan, 
who occupied a very snug Ministerial resi- 
dence, and therefore with the most exem- 
plary continence did not draw house allow- 
ance,” contrived pretty well to make up for 
this in other ways. During the 16 months 
which the retimn covers this exemplary 
member of the Liberal Cabinet milked the 
treasury to the extent of £652 lOs for 
travelling allowance, and £401 16a for car- 
riage hire. It is further understood that 
under the latter head sundry considerable 
items for cab hire in Wellington are still 
under reference to the audit. As the soft 
goods advertisements say: “These facts 
speak for themselves.’’ 

•An agitation has recently arisen in Dun- 
edin for the erection of a monument in 
honor of the Scottish poet, Robert Bums. 
Commenting on this the North Otago Tit/ies 
very sensibly remarks : — If. the people of 
Dunedin are really desirous of testifying 
their reverence for the genius of Burns let 
them do so in a manner which might reason- 
ably be supposed to meet the approval of the 
bard himself. Let them build a refuge for 
Buftering humanity, endow a college, or 
found a scholarship for the sons of poor men, 
calling the useful thing done by the name of 
the poet ; but do not let them waste their 
money on some ostentatious gewgaw which 
cannot add to the fame of the dead, and will 
do no good to the living.

Arrests are being made in Ireland for language 
in public speeches calculated to incite to a breach 
of the peace. Mr Daily, editor of the Connaught 
Telegraph, Michael Davitt, and James Bryce 
were taken to Sligo and remanded. 17 warrants 
are out for other persons charged with similar 
offences. 

In the County Sligo a farmer named Flaherty 
was dragged out of his bed by a party of dis- 

f uised men, who oat off one of his ears and heat 
im unmercifully for paying rent in advance, 
Irish agitation has attained alarming propor- 
tions, 17 warrants are reported to have been 
issued for seditious language, including five 
clergymen. r 

The garrisons of Westport, Hare, Castlereagh, 
Belfast, and other places in Ireland have ^en 
strongly reinforced, and the constabulary are 
under arms day and night. 

Many Irish landlords are leaving the country 
through fear. 

Three additional regiments are under orders 
to proceed to Ireland. 

A new source of apprehension concerning the 
military has arisen. A large proportion of the' 
soldiers about to be sent to Ireland are Irish, and 
hints are thrown out that if ordered to fire upon 
their countrymen they will refuse to obey. In 
the barracks of these regiments Home Rule and 
Nationalist journalists of Ireland are often seen, 
and emissaries from Ireland are frequent visitors 
to the soldiers. 

A dispatch from Pittsville, Pennsylvania, of 
November 22nd, says there will be a general 
turning-out of Irish Nationalists throughout the 
State to-morrow. 

At a recent meeting of Nationalists at Mahoney 
City, it was resolved to take up the Cause of 
Davitt, Killen, and Daly. 

In nearly every village, town, and city in the 
coal and iron country are lodges of Irish Na- 
tionalists or branches of Fenian confederaoies, 
and meetings of the organisation has been called. 

_A leading officer of the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians says hundreds of members are 
anxious to get to Canada to invade the British 
possessions, in retaliation for the arrest and im- 
prisonment of the three advocates ;of Ireland's 
liberty. 

The British Government’s arrangements for 
watching the Fenian movement in America is 
very perfect. 

The Local Government have made a special 
report to the Imperial Government respecting 
the state of affairs in Ireland. The potato crop 
is everywhere deficient and inferior. Pauperism 
is increasing, especially in Ulster, 

The officers of Russian cruisers have stated to 
American officers that a Volunteer fleet is now 
organising, and intends, in the event of war, to 
force the colonies of Great Britain to declare 
their independence, or otherwise their commerce 
will be destroyed. 

A public meeting was held at Nottingham, Dr 
Kenealey presiding, to promote the candidature 
of the Tichborne Claimant for Parliament. 
“ Captain” Jack Barry was one of the speakers, 
and he behaved in a moat extraordinary and 
eccentric manner. 

Thirteen persons returning from a fair were 
drowned in crossing from Loehindal to Islay. 

Mr Parnell, the Home Ruler, will not go to 
the United States. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach has pronounced the 
agitation in Ireland to be a moat dangerous one, 
and which assumes an agrarian character of the 
worst type. 

Cardinal Manning has gone to Rome to 
endeavor to win the assent of the Vatican to his 
long-cherished scheme which, by admitting 
certain ebanges in the external organisation of 
the Catholic Church in England, will facilitate 
the return to Catholicism of an important group 
of English Protestants. .. 

The Lord Mayor’s procession was of the usual 
character, with the exception that the ex-Mayor 
was vigorously hissed by a crowd of Irish. 

By the fall of a gallery at Dewsbury, York- 
shire, two persons were killed and 20 seriously 
injured. The occasion was a Liberal political 
meeting. 

At Sheffield the iron trade continues to im- 
prove. 

Gambetta has declared war against the 
'Waddington Cabinet. 

Prinos Jerome Napoleon has surrounded him- 
self with a complete diplomatic household, and 
is assuming the manner of a competitor for the 
Presidency. 

It is proposed to deepen the Seine at a cost of 
36,000,000 francs. 

The French Press are dissatisfied with Lord 
Beaconsfield's speech, and distrust the English 
Egyptian Policy, 

A cartridge factory at the Toulon Arsenal 
exploded, seriously injuring 15 women and 
children. 

_ It is reported that two French explorers have 
discovered tho source of the Niger. 

An agreement has been come to between 
Germany and the Vatican, Bismarck making con- 
cession. 

The German Government offers the Duke of 
Cumberland an assurance of suoeession to the 
Duchy of Brunswick, on condition that he 
renounces all claim to the throne of Hanover. 

One hundred thousand copies of a proscribed 
publication are reported to have been discovered 
in Moscow. The pamphlets had counterfeits of 
the permission of the censor. 

In consequeuoe of the menacing attitude of 
Abyssinia towards Egypt, the British gunboat 
Sea Gull has been ordered to Massowah to pro- 
tect the property of British subjects. 

The St. Petersburg Oaizelte is forbidden to be 
sold in the streets of towns in Germany, on 
account of several articles entitled “ Gorman 
Women,'’ which are full of insults to the nation. 

Prince Bismarck has requested the Russian 
Government to withdraw a force of 20,000 
cavalry from Poland, on the borders of German 
territory. 



p Russian officers on leave of absence have been 
ordered to rmoin their regiments immediately. 

At a Guy Fawkes’ riot m Exeter, the troops 
were called out, the Biot Act read, and rifles 
loaded with ball, The pnlioe quelled the riot 
by the use of clubs, under cover of the military 
demonstration. 

Lady G. Gooch, wife of. Sir Francis Goooh, 
well-known in connection with the attempt to 
palm off a spurious child on her husband, is 
dead, 

Mr Farroon, ex-mayor of London, has re- 
ceived a letter threatening him with death if he 
speaks against tlie Irish at any public meeting. 

General Grant was struck in the face with an 
egg at the public reception in his own State of 
Illinois, 

An engine and passenger train, with 162 
people aboard, were precipitated into tho Hao- 
kensaok River, the drawbridge having been left 
open by the keeper. The loss of life was small, 
but many were seriously wounded . 

Count SchonvalofTs resignation as English 
Amhaasador has been accepted. He is to remain 
a member of the Conncil of the empire. Lobanoff 
succeeds him. 

Two hundred inhabitants of Triffun, a point 
of Eastern Siberia perished by famine. 

The Oolos admits a Russian defeat in Central 
Asia, and says the affair culminated in an 
indlscribable panic. The percentage of loss was 
enormous and unprecedented. Russia is dis- 
po^ to abandon the idea of conquering the 

The same paper says that in the event of 
England attempting to violate Turkish inde- 
pendence and at the same time infringe on the 
vita! interests of Russia, a collision between tbe 
Powers would be more convenient for the latter 
on the confines of Asia Minor than in the depth 
of Central Asia. 

Student disturbances are frequent in the St. 
Petersburg University. Several arrests have 
been made, and the library closed . 

A terrible storm occurred at Odessa, causing 
enormous damage, and several wrecks in the 
harbor. The quays and naval establishments 
^suffered heavily. 

The Countess de Motigo, mother of the ex- 
Empress Engenio, died at Madrid. 

After tripl, Oardinalli and his mistress Rafailla 
Sareeni, widow of Captain Fadda, were found 
guilty of the murder of the latter. Oardinalli 
WM sentenced to death and the woman to im- 
prisonment. Rafailla conceived a passion . for 
Oardinalli, who was at a circus, and he at her 
request murdered the captain, her husband, in 
his own lodgings. 

The village of Vitsan, in Switzerland, at the 
foot of a ridge of mountains, is threatened with 
destruction by a wall of rock in the rear of it 
showing signs of falling.
